The journey begins with the story of two mothers, the first being The Great Galactic 
Mother who is the first mother of the cosmos as the Creative universe; the second is the 
poetess as a mother, an individual expression of that first principal which brought forth 
life. Life, for the poetess, is an expression of harmony as the natural state of man 
with himself and Creation. The words “By Each Other" express this view of love as inter- 
dependency of one with another, lacing universal Creation. To accept Creation in its 
many phases is to have learned from past experiences and be free to enjoy tomorrow's. 
Here is the path by which the poetess is able to transcend duality. 


To have savored the wine is to have achieved a distance from One's experience by 
which one is able to speak with himself as a philosopher, understanding and accepting 
life as the poetess who reveals her experience through the barrell, a mystic tunnel 
through which she views her life. Having evolved to a Certain point, it becomes possible 
to experience previous evolutions of the soul co-existing within the present experience. 
This is the personal experience of the poetess. "I Come Back Again" expresses the ever- 
renewing principal of life in the evolution of the individual spirit guided by the Divine 
Being Of Light. 


The second chapter of this brief story opens with the father as the masculine prin- 
Cipal of Creation and, at the same time, expresses the love of the poetess for her father 
and all fathers. The father may guide the child and yet the child may stray from the 
lighted path. Through penitence, the poetess shares her experience of returning to that 
path through self-acceptance and understanding, thereby achieving harmony within. With 
her pen, the poetess has fashioned herself as an instrument for expressing this harmony 
from the well of life. It is a pen from which knowledge will flow, a pen that teaches as 
it writes. 


Through the experience of "The Dancing Papers" we trail the poetess through a vision- 
ary experience and see, through her eyes, the unfolding of creation as dancing light that 
unifies positive and negative as one Creative harmony. To experience being "The Fool Of 
“his Life", as the speaker reads, is to have resolved duality within and to have achieved 
« Certain level of understanding and dignity that can only come when one has Suffered, 
made mistakes and learned to laugh by accepting oneself and the portions of life that one 
Cannot control. In "Personification", the poetess traces the cycles of her life in the 
phases of the moon, in its duality, who is also a mother without which life on earth would 
be barren. Like the moon, the poetess experiences many shifts of mood. Her poem becomes 
a marker in time for our experiences, and we are raised to a point of ecstasy followed by 
the serenity that comes with understanding. 


The entity, Hotep, is the voice of love itself, a gateway to the infinite. Possessing 
at once the dry humour of a genuine sage and the spontalineity of an eight-year-old boy 
spinning a serpent hoop (as a friend of his once remarked ) he is the ideal instrument for 
bringing forth the nuances in the work of an artist who, as a channel, may not always be 
aware of her own subtleties. He surfaces the very depths of meaning inherent in every word. 
In his voice are the many colors of the sun and all the shades of night, lingering as the 


light from stars many light years away.

The journey begins with the story of two mothers, the first being The Great Galactic 
Mother who is the first mother of the cosmos as the Creative universe; the second is the 
poetess as a mother, an individual expression of that first principal which brought forth 
life. Life, for the poetess, is an expression of harmony as the natural state of man 
with himself and Creation. The words "By Each Other" express this view of love as inter- 
dependency of one with another, lacing universal Creation. To accept creation in its 
many phases is to have learned from past experiences and be free to enjoy tomorrow's. 
Here is the path by which the poetess is able to transcend duality. 


To have savored the wine is to have achieved a distance from one's experience by 
which one is able to speak with himself as a philosopher, understanding and accepting 
life as the poetess who reveals her experience through the barrell, a mystic tunnel 
through which she views her life. Having evolved to a Certain point, it becomes possible 
to experience previous evolutions of the soul co-existing within the present experience. 
This is the personal experience of the poetess. "I Come Back Again" expresses the ever- 
renewing principal of life in the evolution of the individual spirit guided by the Divine 
Being Of Light. 


The second Chapter of this brief story opens with the father as the masculine prin- 
cipal of creation and, at the same time, expresses the love of the poetess for her father 
and all fathers. The father may guide the child and yet the child may stray from the 
lighted path. Through penitence, the poetess shares her experience of returning to that 
path through self-acceptance and understanding, thereby achieving harmony within. With 
her pen, the poetess has fashioned herself as an instrument for expressing this harmony 
from the well of life. It is a pen from which knowledge will flow, a pen that teaches as 
it writes. 


Through the experience of "The Dancing Papers" we trail the poetess through a vision- 
ary experience and see, through her eyes, the unfolding of Creation as dancing light that 
unifies positive and negative as one Creative harmony. To experience being "The Fool Of 

“his Life", as the speaker reads, is to have resolved duality within and to have achieved 
« Certain level of understanding and dignity that can only come when one has Suffered, 
iaade mistakes and learned to laugh by accepting oneself and the portions of life that one 


Cannot control. In "Personification", the poetess traces the cycles of her life in the 
phases of the moon, in its duality, who is also a mother without which life on earth would 
be barren. Like the moon, the poetess experiences many shifts of mood. Her poem becomes 


a marker in time for our experiences, and we are raised to a point of ecstasy followed by 
the serenity that comes with understanding.

The entity, Hotep, is the voice of love itself, a gateway to the infinite. Possessing 

at once the dry humour of a genuine sage and the spontaineity of an eight-year-old boy 
spinning a serpent hoop (as a friend of his once remarked) he is the ideal instrument for 
bringing forth the nuances in the work of an artist who, as a channel, may not always be 
aware of her own subtleties. He surfaces the very depths of meaning inherent in every word. 
In his voice are the many colors of the sun and all the shades of night, Lingering as the 
light from stars many light years away.
